Mrs. Sdrah Webb Helm of 2492 Ever- 
ett avenue, sent a telegram to Mrs. 
Percy Pennybacker, president of the 
general federation, requesting President 
Taft and Attorney-General Wickersham 
be asked to push the Federal prosecu-~- 
tion against Johnson. 

_A new witness against the pugilist 
has been discovered in Mrs. Nora Os- 
trander of 4548 Indiana avenue, where 
Lucile Cameron lived several weeks be- 
fore she met Johnson. This meeting 
took place, it is said, in the house of 
Mrs. Katherine Dorsey, #06 Grand 
boulevard, where wealthy negroes, for 
@ consideration, were introduced to 
white girls. Mrs. Ostrander says she 
will tell her story to the Federal grand 
jury. Mrs. Dorsey has disappeared. 

Johnson, who !s alternately overcome 
with rage or terror, made this state- 
ment at a meeting of negro citizens: 

“I never said what Lucile Cameron's 
mother has given out, that I could get 
any white woman I wanted. She is 
the only authority for that, and I deny 
it and will deny it on the Bible. I want 
to say that I never said anything of 
the sort about any woman of any color. 

“But I do want to say that I am 
not a slave and that I have the right 
to choose who my mate shall be with- 
out the dictation of any man. I have 
eyes and I have a heart, and when they 
fail to tell me who I shall have for a 
mate I want to be put away in a luna- 
tic asylum. 

“So long as I do not interfere with 
any other man’s wife, I shall claim the 
right to select the woman of my own 
choice. Nobody else can do “hat for me. 
That is where the whole trouble lies. 

“T haven’t taken any man’s wife, even 
if that suit was brought against me by 
this man Davis. The woman wanted 
me; « didn’t want her.” 

John R. Lynch, former negro Con- 
sTressman and Federal officeholder, en- 
countered Johnson at the negro meeting | 
at the Appomattox Club, 3441 Wabash | 
avenue. Johnson had made his denial! 
and Lynch said: 

“This man is physically strong, but 
mentally. weak. Some of his race have 
been proud of him as ‘a prize fighter. 
never as anything else. At all times 
they have looked on him as an unde- 
sirable citizen and never have given him 
access to their houses. 

“Cannot Command Respect.” 
7The public should knew, if it does 
not know already, that he does not, 
has not and cannot in the future com- 
mand the respect of the respectable, 
decent, intelligént men of his race. I’m 
satisfied no fair-minded white man or 
woman will pass judgment on the col- 
ored people by reason of the acts and 
utterances of Johnson, nor of any col- 
ored man who: claims his companion- 
ship, certainly of no white man or wom- 
an who seeks his society.” 

“You woudn’t dare say that if you 
were younger,”’ blazed the fighter. As 
for Booker T. Washington, I never got 
beat up because I looked in the wrong 
keyhole.’’ 

“Oh, yes, I would,” returned the old 
man promptly.

FAIR ALOTTERY, 
SAY AUTHORITIES 


The Rev. Father Spigardi, How- 
ever, Plans Prize Drawing 
for Charity.

Letters of inquiry and complaint have 
been received by the Post-Dispatch and 
the police regarding the widely her- 
alded distribution of valuablé prizes to 
be made at the St. Borromeo’s Italian 
Church fair, at the Jai Alei Building, 
Nov. 2. 

Several of the correspondents call at 
tention to the fact that the prizes @ 
to be awarded by chance, and they as 
if this does not constitute a lottery. 

The Rev: Father Caesar Spigardi, pas+ 
tor of St. Charles Borromeo Church; 
2913 Locust street, originated the p 
He says that except for its ma 
niture it does not differ from raf; 
fies which are held from time to ti 
at other church fairs, and that he doe 
not consider it a lottery because ft 
is not being conducted for personal 
profit, but for charity. The money 
realized from the sale of numbered 
tickets, he says, will be used to pay 
for a $30,000 free school for Italian 
children. 

Tickets are being sold in downtown 
suloons, cigar stores and other public 
places throughout the city. Father Spi- 
gardi says he himself has been active 
for weeks in distributing circulars, post- 
ers and tickets to those who have 


agreed to act as his distributing agents} 


in the cause of charity. 

Authorities, Say It’s a Lottery. 

Federal 
have Iéarned of the affair say that 
under the law it is a lottery, but that 
they hesitate to interfere with it be- 
cause of the purpose for which it is 
being conducted. 

Each ticket bears a numbered cou- 
pon. At 10 p. m., Nov. 4, there will be 
a drawing, and the holders of the win- 
ning number will take the prizes. 

The articles offered are three automo- 
hbiles, a Woman’s dress, a piano, an 
organ, a parlor set, a brass bed, a gas 
range, a woman’s hat, eight pictures, a 
man’s suit, a woman’s watch and a 
man’s watch. The stated aggregate 
value of these prizes is $8800. If the 
winners do not care to take the prizes 
they will receive cash instead, the 
amount set aside for this purpose being 
$5006. 

Father Spigardi made this statement 
to the Post-Dispatch: 

“It is true,” he said, “that I will con- 
duct a fair at which prizes will be 
awarded on tickets bearing certain ntum- 
bers. My purpose is to raise $30,000 to 
pay for my free parish school which is 
now nearing completion and which will 
be in operation next month. The school 
will be free in every sense. No tuition 
will be charged. The children wil! not. 
have to pay for thelr books and a lunch 
will be served to them at noon to save 
them the expense of extra car fare. 

“The teachers will be sisters of the 
Sacred Heart, all of Italian parentage, 
but born in America. I believe there is 
need for such a echool. it will be open 
to Italian children in all parts of the 
city and will do a great educational 
work. No one will make any personal 
profit from the sale of tickets. The. 
prizes were all donated.” 

Police Chief Young said that recently 
after receiving inquiries through the 
mails he instructed the gambling squad 
to consult Circuit Attorney Jones as to 
the advisability of taking police action 
to stop the sale of tickets. 

Not Inclined to Act. 

“Jones said that unquestionably the 
law.technically was being violated,” 
said the Chief. “But he said he was 
not inclined to act in this case be- 
cause of the charitable purpose for 
which the proceeds are to be used.” 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Rosskopf 
said that the sale of tickets which carry 
with them the chance to win prizes is 
in violation of section 4771 of the Mis- 
souri statutes, which réads: 

Any person who shall sell or ex- 
pose to sale or cause to be sold or 
exposed to sale, or shall keep on hand 
for purposes of sa, or shall adver- 
‘tise or cause to be advertised for sale 
or who shall print or. publish such 
advertisement or shall aid or assist, 
or be in any way concerned in the 
sale or exposure to sale of any lot- 
tery tickets, or any share, or part 
of any lottery ticket in any lottery 
or device in the nature of a lottery 
within this State or elsewhere, and 
any person who shall advertise or 
cause to be advertised the drawing 
of any scheme in any lottery, or 
shall print or publish such advertise- 
ment and shall be convicted thereof 
in any court of competent jfurisdic- 
tion shall for each and every such 
offense forfeit and pay a sum not 
exceeding $1000. 

Law Is Violated. 

“The main reason why the State has 
not acted in cases like this is that no 
one has ever appeared at the Circuit 
Attorney’s office to prosecute,” said 
Rosskopf. “It is assumed that these 
so-called raffies are patronized solely 
by persons who would give their money 
to the church in any event and that no 
one makes a@ personal profit. Neverthe- 
less the law is being violated.” 

‘Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Wein- 
brenner took the same view. 

United States District Attorney Houts 
said that Father Sp "s plan for the 
distribution of prizes by chance is 
clearly a lottery within the meaning of 
the Federal statutes. 

“The Government can take“no action 
under the law unless the mails or the 


}¢ommon carriers doing an interstate 


business are used in the distribution. of 
the advertising, tickets or prizes,” said 
Houts. “If these agencies are used 
te promoting the scheme the Government 


will act, regardless of the purpose for} 


which the lottery is being conducted.”
